school bands from this area, 
a sock hop and rock band con¬ 
cert for the teen-agers, plenty 
of country and bluegrasis music 
and a golf tournament at the 
Pleasant Valley Country Club 
plus seve-ral other activities. 

Coinciding with the festival 
also would be the annual high 
school activities day at Morgan 
County High. 

Planners feel that, given ade¬ 
quate publicity, such an event 
would draw large numbers of 
visitors from outside the area 
1 to look and to bu'y. May 7 and 
8 has been set as a tentative 
date for the festival.

House 
members who saw the first 
working papers for reapportion¬ 
ment withheld judgment after 
objecting to any splitting of 
counties. 

Few House members who 
spoke at the meeting offered 
anv criticism or suggestions for 
redrawing legislative districts if j 
it would mean splitting coun¬ 
ties, as apparently will have to 
be done. 

But few of the legislators 
conceded that their counties 
should be the ones split. 

Most House districts need ad¬ 
ditional population to bring 
their districts into compliance 
with the Supreme Court’s “one 
man, one vote” ruling. 

Rep. Russell Reynolds, D- 
Jackson, who represents the 
78th District composed of 
of Breathitt, Lee, and Wolfe 
Counties, said he would regret 
losing Wolfe County to a re¬ 
drawn 77th District, which 
needs another 7,000 people to 
comply with the new 32,193 
size deemed necessary for

Among year-round dwelling 
units there were 3,035 single 
family houses' 116 housing 
units in multi-unit buildings, 
and 156 mobile homes or 
trailers. The percentage of oc¬ 
cupied housing units, 1,594 
had piped water, toilet, and 
bath, while 1,364 lacked some 
or all plumbing. 

The median value of owner- 
occupied houses in Morgan 
County was $8,800. compared 
with $6,300 in I960. The median 
rent paid by tenants in 1970 
was less than $30 per month, 
compared with $36 in 1960. 
Half were over and half below 
the median figures.

and especially in the 
area around Matthew. 

People were happy and con¬ 
tented then, oven with lack of 
highways and transportation. 
They were almost completely 
cut off from cities and even 
communities not very far away. 
The adjoining counties usually 
' were the farthest extent that 
folks engaged in any activities, 
with the exception of an oc¬ 
casional trip by train to the 
outside wo. Id. 

Wo recalled homes on many 
tributaries of Licking River 
where large families were rear¬ 
ed and were living at that time 
Now most all these homes have 
been torn down or decayed. So 
many of the older people have 
passed on to their reward and 
many others have moved away. 

I am so proud and thankful, 
however, that there are still 
people in Morgan endowed with 
the principles and integrity of 


Kentucky's Senator John Sherman Cooper 
and Congressman Carl D. Perkins are making 
a valient fight in the Congress to prevent the 
phasing out of the Appalachian Regional De¬ 
velopment program and combining it with the 
President’s revenue-sharing with states. 

Should the Appalachian Act be phased out 
and made a part of the revenue-sharing p o- 
gram. less money would come into Appalach¬ 
ian states, the ones that need help the most 
in order to bring them into the mainstream 
ol America’s modern standards of living. 

Since the Appalachian program got under¬ 
way in 1965 almost 500 miles of Appalachian 
Deselopment Highways have been built and 
another 366 miles a:e under construction. 
More than 260 vocational schools and train¬ 
ing centers have been funded by the Com¬ 


mission. with 155 of them already in open- 
tion. And the vocational schools have had a 
big impact on the economic life of Appalach¬ 
ia. In 1965. only 20 percent of our regional 
manpower needs were being met by our voca¬ 
tional and technical schools. 

More than 1,000 new manufacturing plants 
have been located along the Appalachian De 
velopmont Highway System and Interstate 
System in Appalachia. Also, the unemploy¬ 
ment sate is dropping in Appalachia, due 
majorly to the vocational training and the 
new factories. But more vocational training 
is needed, also more highways and factories 
Thus, the Appalachian Act needs continuing 
jntil it brings the region in line with the 
mainstream of American advancement.

And no 
sooner had Boykin’s anxiously 
awaited letter put in its appear¬ 
ance than w’ord was sent him 
to the hotel to come and get 
his mail. 

The postmaster handed Boy¬ 
kin his letter which was quick¬ 
ly opened and contents noted. 
The information disclosed the 
fact that the ore was worth 
$80.00 a ton in silver deposit. 
This encouraging news spread 
lik wildfire. 

Silver was then selling for 
$.90 an ounce, it this basis the 
ore had been calculated by the 
assayers. 

For a few years Boykin man¬ 
aged to get by on hauling the 
ore from the mines to the rail¬ 
road by mule teams and ship¬ 
ping it but as silver gradually 
went down in price and the old ' 
prospector grew still older, and 
less able orewagons became fur¬ 
ther and to wield the pick and 
shovel, the further apart, and 
finally worked out about the 
middle of Grover Cleveland’s .

Whether Boykin returned to 
Colorado or died in Elliott 
County remains an unanswered

FRANKFORT. Ky, Feb. 5— 
The Kentucky Court of Appeals 
today dismissed the appeal of 
the Department of Revenue for 
injunctive action against Joe T. 
Monson. Harrison County Prop¬ 
erty Valuation Administrator, 
in denying the injunctive rem¬ 
edy, the Court held that the de¬ 
partment had adequate remedy 
at law. 

The decision, in effect, sup¬ 
ports the departmental posi¬ 
tion on the authority to super¬ 
vise the assessment of property. 

The Court clarified the stat- 1 
utory responsibility of the prop 
erty valuation administrator by 
stating: 

“The duty of a property val 
nation administrator to assess 
the taxable property of his 
county at full fair cash value is 
eiear. See 132.450, Russman v. 
Luckett, Ky., 391 S.W. 2d 694. 
And in performing that duty 
the administrator is subject to 
the direction, instruction and 
supervision of the Department 
of Revenue. KRS 132.420 (1). 
The law intends that the duty 
be performed and a failure to 
do so, much less a willful re¬ 
fusal, is not to be tolerated.” 

After studying the decision, 
Revenue Commissioner Luckett 
said, “The department will not 
tolerate refusal of a Property 
Valuation Administrator to as¬ 
sess property at full fair cash 
value according to law and that 
appropriate action will be tak¬ 
en.”

(From Dr. Powers’ Memoirs) 
—Featuring John Boykin, pros¬ 
pector, who discovered silver on 
Devils Fork, Elliott County, in 
1889, also sketching history of 
the Kentucky Kimberlite Dia¬ 
mond Company’s operations in 
1895 to 1905. 

By Dr. Fred W. Powers 

On a summer afternoon in 
1889 the Lexington division pas 
senger trains, number 22, east 
bound, rolled into Morehead on 
time. Among the half dozen 
passengers who alighted was 
one unusual looking man, stocky 
of build, about 58 years of age, 
dark complexion, short iron 
beard. He wore laced boots, 
brown corduroy pants, jumper 
jacket with cap to match. He 
was smoking a short black briar 
pipe. He looked around for a 
few moments to get his bear¬ 
ings. then with suitcase in one 
hand and a yellow canvas tool 
bag slung shot pouch fashion 


followed and it was soon learn¬ 
ed that Boykin was an old gold- 
miner and that he had heard 
trom an Indian chief that there 
was a silver mine somewhere 
in Elliott County, and he was 
headed for this locality. Some 
correspondence had been car¬ 
ried on between Boykin and a 
certain Mr. Black whose name 
had been furnished him by the 
postmaster at Martinsburg 
(which is now known as Sandy 
Hook. 

When John Click cracked the 
whip over his four mules the 
next morning in front of “The 
Powers’ House’, and pulled out 
for Elliott County with a load 
of merchandise, John Boykin, 
the Cripple Creek prospector, 
sat on the spring seat of the 
old hickory jolt wagon beside 
him, and waved a cheery good¬ 
bye to his new-made friends. 

Little more was thought of 
this incident, and it was soon 
out of the minds of those who 
had seen him arrive and de¬ 
part, but when the bleak days 
of December came with their 
cold rains, sleet and snow, John 
Boykin again put in his appear¬ 
ance at the Powers Hotel, in 
Morehead, lugging a burden of 
mineral specimens, enclosed in 
a coffee sack. This piece of 
valuable baggage being deposit¬ 
ed in the corner of the hotel 
office was sufficient cause to 
start the idle tongues of the 
villagers to wagging—and great 
excitement prevailed, stimulat¬ 
ed by Boykins’ story of a rich 
find or silver ore on Devil’s 
Creek in Elliott County. 

Boykin further enhanced in¬ 
terest in his operations by ask¬ 
ing the hotel clerk where he 
“might” find a lawyer. In the

With the tobacco planting 
season only about two months 
off, Senator John Sherman 
Cooper last week introduced 
a poundage control bill in 
Congress as one means of 
staving off a 25-to-40 percent 
reduction in hurley tobacco 
allotments. 

The Kentucky Republican 
proposed that tobacco farmers 
vote this spring on a new 
quota system limiting the | 
pounds a farmer markets rat¬ 
her than the acreage he plants 
in the crop. 

The proposal would mean 
that all farmers would be sub¬ 
ject to production cutbacks. 
Under the current allotment 
program, farmers with one-half 
acre base or lower cannot be 
1 aduced. 

The Secretaijy of Agriculture 
must declare allotments for 
tihe 1971 crop season by March 
1, as things now stand. Or 
he may wait until 30 days after 
the farmers vote whether to 
retain the production control 
system. 

Cooper's bill would require 
tfhat quotas be declared on a 
poundage basis and that far¬ 
mers then would vote to ratify 
or reject the new system of 
controls along with the exist¬ 
ing government guarantee of 
a minimum price. 

While Cooper called for pro¬ 
mpt hearings on the bill by 
the Senate Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee. there was no chance 
that Congress would complete 
action on the bill before tihe 
March 1 date f°r a quota de¬ 
claration. 

'Meanwhile, Sixth Dist. Con¬ 
gressman John C. Watts says 
he will introduce a bill simi¬ 
lar to Cooper’s in tihe House. 

While the bigger tobacco 
growers generally support the 
Cooper bill, many of the small¬ 
er farmers protest that it will 
hurt them, anld it will. But 
the fact is that all tobacco 
growers aTe going to be hurt 
to some extent in the next 
few years, regardless of the 
method of controls they choose. 
And Sefnator Cooper’s offers 
all growers their best bet for 
a Stable industry in which 
1 they wfH all have a chance 
to survive. 

Tobacco is in trouble. Far¬ 
mers are raising more of it 
than can be sold. The govern¬ 
ment. which buys all tobacco 
that does not bring a guaran¬ 


teed minimum price, has more 
surplus on hand than it can 
dispose of. There is little pro¬ 
spect that the use of tobacco 
is going to expand; on the con¬ 
trary, it is likely that smok¬ 
ing is going to decline. So 
Pome way must be found to 
reduce the amount of tobacco 
produced. 

THREE OPTIONS ARE OPEN 

The grower can choose one 
of three couises. In a referen¬ 
dum to be held this coming 
March, he can vote to continue 
the present program under 
which the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture supports a base price 
per pound, and allows each 
farmer a certain tobacco acre¬ 
age. This is the system that 
exists now, and it hasn't work¬ 
ed. Using improved fertilizers 
and better plants, the farmer 
has managed to increase his 
per-acre yield to |he point 
where it gluts the market, forc¬ 
ing the government to buy 
more of it. Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary Hardin warned last fall 
that if acreage controls are 
continued, the government 
would have to reduce acreage 
allotments by ais much as 40 
per cent this coming season.

alternative. It would allow 
each farmer to grow and mar¬ 
ket so many pounds of tobac¬ 
co, based on hits production in 
the previous four or five years. 
This would make it possible 
to keep prices up and meet 
market demands without forc¬ 
ing the government to add 
costly tobacco to a surplus 
that is already bigger than it 
can handle. The bill recognizes 
the fact, whiah its opponents 
refuse to face, that Congress 
is getting tired of subsidizing 
a product that many of It* 
membeis consider a health 
menace. 

The farmer may, of course, 
fail to endorse any controls 
program at ail. But this would 
plunge the industry back into 
the chaos of overproduction, 
low prices and cut-thtroat com¬ 
petition from which it was 
rescued by the original pro¬ 
gram of price supports and 
controls. While the larger, 
better financed growers might 
survive under such a System, 
it seems certain that the small 
grower would disappear.

“Only 1,000 signatures are 
needed,” he said in an inter¬ 
view.

No gubernatorial candidate

Perkins Says Nixon’s 
Budget May Harm 
Kentucky Education 

WASHINGTON, D. C„ Feb. 
16 — Representative Carl D. 
Perkins ativised Kentucky 
school superintendents today 
that President Nixon's budget 
for education may mean $13,- 
042,000 less money for Ken¬ 
tucky next school year over 
the amount provided by Con¬ 
gress in appropriations for 
the current school year. 

Perkins said that from data 
submitted by the Department 
of Health, Education, and Wel- 
tore, elemdntaiy and secon¬ 
dary education programs would 
be reduced about $2,000,000, 
vocational education by about 
$1,500,000, education profes¬ 
sions development by $120,000 
and public library programs 
by $500,000. 

Higher education programs 
in Kentucky were allocated 
$9,044,351 in the currant year, 
but undeir the President’s new 
budget would drop to $267,492 
because the President’s propo¬ 
sal does not call for alloca¬ 
tions to states of student as¬ 
sistance.
